Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The claims sumitted in the After Final Amendment did not 
numerically correspond to the prior office action and prosecution history. It is thought that an overlap of papers in the 
mail may have resulted in some confusion. Also, applicant claims that the originally figures 1-21 were submitted to the 
PTO, but only figures 1-1 9 are present and/or descriped in the application. Applicant further noted that this case is a 
"straight" continuation and not a C-I-P of application serial number 09/256,914, now patent 6,258,1 16 and wanted to 
incorporate the description of the drawing of figures 20-21 into this present application. It was suggested to the 
applicant that is is an after final amendment and there were many un-resolve issues so they should file an RCE..

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is. desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
